We jiublish below some exit ads from a 
sermon delivered by llev. Henry Ward 
lietcher, on Sunday evening last, at Ply- 
mouth Church, in Brooklyn. Mr. Beecher 
spoke substantially as follows: 

When the crime of slavery blotted our 
fair page, charity was a mistake and a wit- 
ness against us in favor of slavery. Now 
things are changed; the cause of trouble is 
removed, and it has become our privilege 
anil duty, aa it is toy pleasure, to plead f< r 
a large measure of good will and love to- 
wi ros all men. In the tirst place, we can- 
not expe2t those who have been struck by 
this insanity lo get over in an hour their 
Mil lnm||Mliflll1l<MO and beliefs. And while 
we were calling them citizens and broth-is, 
PB sii oiihl remember that convalescence is 
sometimes, loagar iu its run than the dis- 
ease, Hiid in. u who have been torn aud de- 
spoiled by ben e, relentless war, cannot in 
a moment change. Nor am we to expect 
them lo give up their theories. Men at the 
North are disappointed because prominent 
men al too South are pardoned, when they 
do not give up their theory of secession. I 
should not respect them If they diJ. Let 
them sec -pt the fact of union from this 
time on, aud they may have their theories. 
A mm u who too readily gives up his tbec- 
ries and doctrims cannot make ■ desirable 
citiz.-n. I expect them to retain Iheir theo- 
ries, but to accept the facts. 

Nor is it right to dis.tr ut-t their professions, 
it IoobM the] will again get into power aud 
tboo t'.o as they please. How do you expect 
to prevent them? Somewhere nieu must 
PO believed and i rusted. What KOogBOtiOB 
woiild you a-k— how s< cure them? I think 
the utter destruction of slavery is the best 
guaranty. 

1 on very glad that the foremost of our 
auti-slavery men have hi en pleading for 
le.-s rlanr, and expressing a generous sym- 
pathy for their old-time antagonists, bet 
the true meu find the Southern heart, s ud 
lot traitors be ignored by both parties. 1 
was pained by the many criticisms I saw 
tothopapon apon OeajitraJ Lee, when he 
was made president of a Southern college, 
in :.n hour of great weakness he commit- 
t id hiaaaolf to I because of rebellion. Since 
that tune, howcer, he has acted as well be- 
came htm; tho fact granted that he qobboJ 
euliously believed iu ihe cause of the South, 
we must admit that he has combe ied him- 
seif without unnecessary violence; and 
when he laid down his sword, who could 
be more modest, more quiet, more honora- 
ble than he? And when he was called to 
the presidency of the college, I was glad to 
see him take it. lie needed to do some- 
thing to support idimeli, and tlie criticisms

It will be remembered that the Missis- 
sippi convention to investigate the status 
of freednicn, Rflflfl report to the Legislature 
what action if liny may seem to be need- 
ful and wise for the regulation of that 
class and prevention of the evils of sud- 
den emancipation. The following is that 
committee's report on the subject, as pub- 
lished in the Jackson News. If anybody 
can tell what it means, and what legisla- 
tion it suggests or remotely indicates, 
touching this problem, we trust ho will 
enlighten the public. Unutterableness Is 
all we can make of it: 

The undersigned committee, appointed 
by the late State Convention, "to prepare 
and report to the next Legislature of this 
State, lor its consideration and action, such 
laws and changes iu existing laws of this 
State as to said committee mav seem expe- 
dient in view of tue late amendments made 
to the Constitution of this State by the Con- 
vention," have the honor to report that 
they have bestowed much labor, time, 
thought, and investigation upon the — b 
ts ol their duty aforesaid, und that which 
they have had but little difficulty in deter- 
mining told reporting upon the necessary 
Chang. - to bfl made iu tho existing laws Of 
the State by reason of the new order and 
condition of things, resulting from the late 
war, the destruction of the institution oi 
-lave; y, the amendments to the State Con- 
s', ilutton, aud the existeuco and incorpora- 
tion among us of the large class of lately 
made lreedmr-u, in poverty of mind, pov- 
ert}- of thought, poverty of means, povert}' 
of oolf guTWOBOMIt. poverty of energy, and 
lich in idleness with all their miseries, 
t . y fully and frankly, without detail or 
circumlocution, admit and declare that 
they have met at every step, the greatest 
difficulty and embarrassment in preparing 
aud reporting to your body such laws for 
ycur consideration and action Bfl may be 
.1. lined most expedient and necessary for 
the welfare and prosperity of the Stale in 
In r new, untried, deranged, and uuhappy 
condition. 

Inexperienced as your committee are in 
le^ ;->iation ol any kind, and unaided by the 
counsel of the multitude or by any State or 
national precedent to which thfl J have had 
any accet-s, they have been reluctantly com- 
pelled to approach, consider and dispose of 
thfl dedicate subjects of their dul3' in pre- 
paring suitable legislation for two great, 
numerous and distinct races and classes ; 
distinct w hen our Slate iound birth ami 
existence, and should bo distinct to the lat- 
est hour of posterity, j'et living uuder our 
OOBUBOB jurtadiotioa and dominion, so as 
io harmonize and promote the present aud 
future interest, prosperity and buppiuess of 
ooth races aud the State. 

They have proceeded rather upon their 
own observation and knowledge of the na- 
ture, disposition, habitat, capacity, condi- 
tion, weaknesses and BBOBflBiuflfl ol the two 
rBOM as i bey DOW exist in our Stale, ami 
tin* absolutely necessary restraints ami re- 
medies for existing and contemplated eviis, 
flowing from the lale war, sudden emanci- 
pation, extraordinary demoralization and 
Idle inclinations, than upon a theory or sys- 
tem that might hove been wise or jadtoloufl 
for another tongue aud people, uuder t 
who ly different state and condition, or may 
be advocate i be those who are grossly igno- 
rant in practical life and minute general 
obflOi ration Of what they speak and write, 
and would h ive us to legislate. 

1 bey have labored earnestly lo securejus- 
inv, employment, labor, income, reward, 
In ii.e, eouiiurt, Kecurity, health, sobriety, 
good DOOroifl, protection lo persons and 
property, respect, order and happiness for 
too treoumea among us, and at the •tame 
tinn* to plaofl upon tlietu aud the whit *s, the 
harness of obedience and subordination lo 
duty, the laws of the Slate and their uec< s- 
iitr i nd labor. 

SVhile some of the proposed legislation 
may v.ei m rigid and stringent to the sickly 
modern humanitarians, they can never dis- 
turb, retard Of embarrass the goial and true, 
useful and faithful of either race, but ou y 
tho betn r and absolutely necessary to se- 
cure their repose, BBOfainom and happiness, 
while the wayward Bod vicious, the idle 
aud dishonest, thfl lawless and reckless, the 
w icked and improvident, tho vagabond and 
meddler, must bfl smarted, governed, re- 
formed and guieled by instincts, minds aud 
morals higher aad holier than theirs, and 
by laws Stronger an i more potent, thau 
tiiose of mere public opinion aud sentiment, 
and If they redely throat their hands and 
feet i ; the llmnes of the law, il will be a 
wilful and deliberate act of self-puuishment 
and trouble that can excite now inning olejBr* 
or or dispensing sympathy from the* good 
in bend end pure in heart, of any clime or 
■go, thai should induce* them to unloose the 
workers of evil aud the instruments of fear- 
ful destruction. 

If they, thfl criminal and penal laws for 
both races, are too stringent for any theio 
is no law rendering them fixtures iu our 
Slate, and Ihe rights and facilities of loco- 
motion being amply broad and speedy, 
they can bat flee and take refuge in the 
more tenting hoooea ef the State or com- 
munity, who mav cherish a more lovely 
and congenial fellow-feeling and agrarian 
s\ in pat by for that class, aud who are bet- 
ter able to • preod them feasts and cotu- 
muniug sacraments. No feeling of bitter- 
Bt M toward any has found a judgment iu 
our minds, and labors, but wo have not 
been deterred bOflO providing a shield for 
the good Bad just , the u*eful and honest, 
Bgfllnot the protuinent and radical evils 
seen up « the surface every day, and felt 
de*eply in almost every household aud com- 
munity, by the spirit of dictation and dis- 
tempered intermeddling of those who have 
no MOOS among us and can feel none of the 
nidations eviis now and prospectively prey- 
ing, like a fearful cancer, upon all thai is vi- 
tal of our State. 

Your committee have thought it best to 
deny «t° freedmon some unbridled priv- 
ileges for the pMsent, not from any appre- 
hension or sense of danger to the white pop- 
ulation, but from the ciear conviction that 
such denial and restrictions will be lor their 
present aud ultimate good in the EOpprSB 
nVOB of rice, idleness, vagrancy, impositions 
and p o ve r ty, the promotion* of industry, 
and the diminution of crime aud its loug 
train of boaefal OOBflflqBflBOafl aud mon- 
strous evils among themselves in their ju- 
venile liberty and ignorance. 

Wjnie they are free to admit that their 
labors BM imp i fe*ct, and that tho working 
of lime, experience and future develop- 
ments aro BOOBOBary to give a strict ap- 
proximation to perfection in log! ■teflon and 
its application upon these great questions 
and toteBOOte, they venture the hope that if 
their labor iu the general policy aud detail 
are adopted without material change, con- 
fidence will be revived, business restored, 
order established aud all will yet be well 
with both rac. s and our beloved State. 

They deeply deplore the vast and unpre- 
cedented lawlessness and demoralization, 
idleness and vice, crime and vagrancy, now 
end prospectively existing Ihtotighout the 
State, aad the itnperattve necessity for some 
highiy penal aim firm legislation, but be- 
lieve that the latter, in the bauds of able, 
fearless, manly, prudeut and just officers 
and tribunals, is the only remedy and cor- 
rection for the former, and that upon it de- 
pends the early salvation and hopes of both 
races aud the country. 

The ge*od and true need no legislation for 
their guidance and government, but aro 



promptly, fully aud certainly than was 
ever before given to Ihe whites of this State, 
BBd to secure them against all possible 
frauds, dOOflitS, cheats and impositions in 
fact and in law, and to give them full se- 
curity and speedy redress, as well ai com- 
plete relief against either, as necessary and 
proper to stimulate labor aud an hem st 
rectitude, end with a view to their future 
comfort and independence. 

They have not embraced all the matter 
proper lor legislation at this time, as they 
were not included in tho commission, and 
especially have they omitted the subjects of 
currency, finances, and revenues. 

Being forerunners of this groat and novel 
labor, and prompted only by a desire to do 
what is necessary to guard against present 
radical and galling evils, and to promote 
the future good, repose aud happiness, up- 
on the stern basis of justice and reason, we 
charitably hope to escape the illiberal criti- 
ci ni of bitterness for any imperfection and 
error in our labors, but challenge a gener- 
ous aud manly scrutiny to the* end that 
your combined wiodom and counsels, your 
Bgfl and experience may improve the lubors 
or our apprenticed hands and heads, and 
thereby elfvate and gladden the mind and 
heart of our common country and destiny.

Charleston, S. C, October IS. 1865.— 
Every phase ef South Carolina society, ex- 
cepting the freed men element, changes as 
often us the season changes. The rich plan- 
ter who Intended to sUke his all ou the suc- 
cess of the rebellion concluded laatMereh 
that he had iost. After three months of ag- 
onizing suspense and very plain living, he 
saw that all was not lost; and before an- 
other three months were past h» was in the 
enjoyment of his tends, his houses, and in 
many cases his personal property. 

Tee mechanic w ho was formerly despised 
now realizes the ideal democracy of his old 
reveries— that state of society where nil 
must work. He saw ban! times when busi- 
ness was paralyzed at the collapse of the 
rebellion, nut he is now a man of consider- 
able importance. Tha great amount of cot- 
ton passing lo market is to his eyes only 
the value of so much money which will 
soon be disbursed all about the country. 
He knows that he ia now paid high prices 
lor labor, so henceforth all labor shall be 
compensated. This pleases hiui, and he 
goes still further in the amusements of the 
Imagination. He says; "The enducated 
gentleman of former days brought about the 
war; why not send to the Legislature men 
who are ignorant of diplomacy, who do not 
know how lo spend days iu speech-making, 
and who must ensure tranquility to the 
country?" Iu Charleston the mechanics 
are really makiug arrangements to send 
that kind of meu to the Legislature. 

Schools aro well patronized, and tho pu- 
pils are obliged to work iu those hours 
which they once devoted to recreation. 
The repugnance to Union soldiers, which 
has existed In tho interior of the State, is 
fast yielding before the infiueuce of tune 
aud generous treatment. The best families 
now welcome officers or others whom they 
know to be gentlemen. If it is not improp- 
er to publish a fact which is notorious here, 
it may excuse some acts apparently inhos- 
pitable to state that some officers have dis- 
graced themselves by conduct quite unbe- 
coming gentlemen, and they are not enti- 
tled to hospitality among a moral people. 

The hospitalities ol the North dm iug the 
past summer have hud an excellent effect 
in reconciling Ibis people to the situation. 
If Mr. Aldrieh, of Barnwell district, who 
represented tho fire-eaters at the Conven- 
tion, were to t.olicit votes throughout the 
State, he would receive but very few if 
other candidates could be found. Every- 
where he has been condemned, excepting 
among his ambitious and quarrelsome 
brot hers. 

Tho troops are still required to preserve 
order and secure justice to the poor. Oue 
planter in Abbeville district lately sent 
away from his plantation some ninety 
freed men, without sharing with them the 
crops they had made. Lately a BUM was 
tound deed on the road, apparently mur- 
dered. Soon after another was found dead 
in the WOOda, They were not of the same 
color. The colored people do not use 
threats; they are as constant in marriage as 
Ihe whites; they are willing to work for 
small pa y' they are anxious to learn to 
read. Bul I hfly do dread the time when 
our troops leave. There are nine regi- 
ments in the State, aud the number is di- 
minishing. 

Charleston lo mjoleing la tho re»opening 
of the South Carolina Kailroad to within 
twelve Smiles of Columbia, a distance of 
one hundred and twenty-six miles. Along 
the road salutes of cheers, and occasionally 
of small guus, greeted the first train through 
yesterday. More cotton than ever will now 
come to Charleston, for Ihe supply seems 
inexhaustible. Much Sea Island is coming 
in from its country hiding places, even at a 
distance of a hundred miles.

WILLING IfcOL'STRY THE BOPEOF 
THE SOUTH. 
It does not improve one's estimate of the 

self-respect of the white POOt in the South- 
ern states to notice thei*- persistent denun- 
ciations of the negro for cherishing whims 
and manifesting characteristics that no race 
of men pi ced in bis circumstances could 
have failed to imbibe from the masterclass. 
So soon as the edict of emancipation was 
felt by the surrendered rebels to be irrevo- 
cable and certain of execution, the expres- 
sion> of discontent, despondency, and fore- 
iK)diugs of the general vagabondage of 
freedmen, and the total break-dowu of 
Southern iudustry, became almost uni- 
versal in the South. The cry was 
caught up ol course by the Northern cop- 
perheads and those nervous conservatives 
who are shivering with apprehensions of 
negro equality, and who will never feel 
easy until some degrading legislation fv>r 
the black man is secured, as a substitute 
for the old slave codes. 

'1 his clamor with some abatements and 
mitigations continues. The basis of it is 
slightly complex. It is partly made up of 
sincere misbelief and perverted perceptions 
••f human nature; and partly of sinister po- 
litical purposes. Alex. Stephens' project, 
w hich he contemplated iu the spring of '61 
w ith such profound and complacent relish, 
of founding an Empire ou the degradation 
>f one of the raves composing it, has been 
shattered by the thunderbolts of war. Bui 
the Democratic party has this phantom for 
a foundation so far as it has auy founda- 
tion, and for its force of cohesion aud or- 
irunic ; rinciple of structure. Of course it 
o*couies needful, therefore, to make ou' as 
-trorig a case as possible against the iudus- 
rial and social characteristics of the negro, 
mil we hear 110 end of argument by the ro- 
eonstiucted Democracy of the South and 
the yearning Democracy of the Norlh 
in favor of laws couipolling the negro to 
work. 

It has been a study to watch the comments 
of these political manipulators upon Presi- 
dent Johnsou's serenade speech to the col- 
ored regiment. They were at first profound- 
ly silent. They were doubtless appalled at 
the stailliug and undemocratic remarks 
about the common possession of the coun- 
try by blacks Mi whites, and the shocking 
radicalism of addressing niggers as "my 
countrymen." Our Northern managers 
waited to see the effect upon the recon- 
structed press of the South elore venturing 
■ -\ liable. Af.er a brief in ON val the response 
came from thtit quarter. The Southern 
press knows, or thinks it knows, a good 
deal too well wi.ich side of the bread wears 
the butter, to denounce or even oilkloi 
Andy Johnson just at present. In ils com- 
ment therefore upou the speech in ques 
1 ion, it completely ignored all the nobis and 
manly words of recognition by the Presi- 
dent of both the personal and human 
claims of his auditors. It never mentioned 
the ciicumstaiice that negroes lire the 
•• couiiTrvmi-n'' of their pale faced brethren. 
iJ it it discovered some good, honest and 
timely admoni'j .n to colored folks in the 
speech, and seized upm thai with intense 
avidity, to show iu what exact accord the 
President is with the " conservatives" ol 
the country in looking upon the experiment 
Of emancipation with distrust and appre- 
BOmImS This is what all the Southern 
papers discovered H tho purport and sig- 
dlMMNf that speech and the reason for 
making it! Northern papers, busy at the 
rather formidable job of breaking up the 
Republican party and building a new one 
of unconBtnii te 1 Democrate and recon- 
structed rebels, took the cue prompt 13-, and 
have denounced the incurable laziness of 
black fo'ks in the name of And3' Johnson 
I \ er since. This is- their style of comment. 

The great difficult3, now that the re- 
straints of slavery have been removed from 
Ihe ne»ro, will b- to make him work ai d 
maintsin himself. This he must be made to 
do. Nobody can be supported Ml flffwiOM in 
this country. It is a land of freedom, but 
that doesn't mean freedom from labor. 

Now it would indicate, not the equality, 
hut ihe striking superiority of the MPS if 
he were not slightly deluded with the here- 
sy that freedom MM mean freedom from 
labor. That is exactly what all tho freedom 
the plantation laborer has ever seen, illus- 
trates and signifies. And he sees keenly 
the sham in the s atement that "nobody 
can be supported in idleuess in this coun- 
try." His observation all his Jife has 
taught him the exact opposite of this. That 
nobody ought to be supported in idleness is 
a truth which by right methods might be 
1 MMMdJ in the negro's mind, iu spite of 
the shocking perversions cf previous edu- 
cation. But coercive laws, discriminating 
against him. leaving white loaferdom con- 
tinued iu its old idleness and domineering 
habits, will hardly constitute the proper 
method. It is very notorious that a much 
greater proportion of whites than blacks iu 
the MOM have been dependants on Govern- 
ment bounty since the collapse of the rebel- 
lion, and lhat iudustry amougst the one 
class of mendicants is no greater necessity 
than amougst the other. But outside en- 
forcements of industry will never cuie 
either class of chronic idleness. DMMMl 
Of such MOM inflicted upou one of these 
classes has failed, it seems, to accomplish 
anything in the way of lhat thorough reno- 
vation which is so essential to the prosperi- 
ty of the South. Coerced labor is the 
special curse which the South is to shun. 
Its consequences are just the very griev- 
ance of which that section now complains. 
The stimulus to labor was never iu thj will 
of the only laboring class it has hitherto 
had; and it will MM get there so long as 
it dangles from the driver's lash, or is con- 
tained in any compulsory substitute for the 
lash. And yet it it voluntary industry and 
enterprise which alone can revive aud leiu- 
MM by infinite additions the prosperity of 
the South. 

A working population absorbed in active 
and willing toil is its only hope. It will be 
MMl more impossible to coerce by State 
law s the nquisite industry demanded by 
the crisis, than to restore slavery out and 
out, so far at least as resistance or evasion 
on the part of the negro himself is concern- 
ed. If Southern leaders spent more time 
iu organizing and accumulating induce- 
ments to iudustr3' on the part of the late 
slaves, and less in devising coercive meth 
ods, the problem would be easier. A few 
I of them are beginning to see this. Gov. 
j Marvin of Florida and John H. Reagan of 
Texas, late Postmaster General of the Con- 
federacy, are amongst those who have got, 
or are getting their eyes open to a few fun- 
damental, axiomatic truths in political 
economy and human nature. Southern 
politicians affect to ln» profoundly impress- 
ed w ith the wisdom of President Jahusou's 
formula that "the South must be trusted.'' 
They say their people will never learn to 
do without coercion, unless the3' have a 
chance to try the experiment. They cite 
the old axiom that no one learns to swim 
out of water. And in this they are cer- 
tainly looking, albeit askew at a very im- 
portant truth. Why can't they have breadth 
to see its signal andper/ect appltca- 



/ton to the negro problem* The negro will 
never acquire industrious habits till he has 
an opportunity. Aud every mode of drit - 
iug him to toil cuts off tEat opportunity by 
subst. toting external force for internal vo- 
Utio s, and making toil forever hateful. 

Governor Pierpoint, of Virginia, pub- 
lishes a card in the New York Tribune de- 
claring the statement that he had s^id that 
the Southern people would not pay any 
part of the national debt, a gross falsehood. 
We supposed tho story a canard at the 
time. If General Pierpont made use of any 
such language he must have doue so in a 
moment of excitement. The probability is 
lhat he was misunderstood, lie repudiates 
the sentiment.— Journal. 

But Mr. Clarke, the Treasury official 
who solicited with an urgency that proved 
i MutlTO. the temporary withdrawal ol Gov. 
Pierpoint from the room where the olleu- 
si ve remark was made, reaffirms the charge, 
fortifying it with sworn testimony of other 
witnesses. Will the Journal have the can- 
dor to aunounce this fact in its editorial 
columns? It is now a question of veracity 
between Governor Pierpoint and three er 
four other persons who were accideutly 
present. It won't do for a man in so con- 
spicuous a public position as th;» Virginia 
Governor holds, nor for his apologists, to 
excuse the expression of a disloyal and 
atrocious sentiment by saying it was utter- 
ed "in a moment of excitement." If such 
were the case it is all the more likely that 
his MM feeling was manifested. For there 
were selfish reasons enough to prevent the 
remark attributed to him, so long as he 
should keep cool. The restraints imposed 
l»3' these were swept away for the instant 
by the excitement, aud the secret rankling 
against the natioual debt rushed to the sur- 
face. Men under excitement are liabl to 
give exaggerated expression to their feel- 
ings and beliefs, but that is quite a diflei- 
eut thing from the utterance of sentiments 
w hich the speaker repudiates. The latter 
weakness does uot exhibit itself under auy 
ercitement unless it bo that of /tar. And 
cerlaiuly, disloyalty wouldn't be the partic- 
ular species of sentiment which fear would 
elicit, in tho presence of a Government offi- 
cial.' No indeed. That dodge won't do. 
Not much. _

Life In North Carolina— Soinc MllMag 
OYOTOPlMfP 

The Southern traveling correspondent of 
the Boston Advertiser writes from Wil- 
mington, N. C, as follows : 

"The amount of tobacco consumed bvthe 
people is beyond all calculation. I hardly 
exaggerate in saying that seven-tenths of 
all |>ersous above the age of twelve vears 
BOO it 111 some lorm. Nearly every "man 
and boy smokes or chews, and ver3'" many 
of them do both, while the country-women 
chew and smoke to borne extent, and wo- 
men of ali classes 'dip.' When I saw old 
Solon Shingle codio into the witness box to 
tell the stor3' about his famous 'bar'l o* ap- 
ple sass' I thought the manner in which lie 
Slop ON of bis quid of tobacco the nastiest 
piece of business I should ever see. 1 was 
mistaken. To see a man take it from his 
mouth and put it iu his hat when he goes 
to breakfast is by no means uncommon. I 
have even seen men lay it truder the edge 
Of LMir plato at dinner ; and one of ihe lead- 
ing delegates in the convention held an im- 
inense quid between the thumb an ] finger 
of the hand with which he abundantly ges- 
ticulated during a len-minutes' speech! 
I'ould nastiue'ss go further? Aud do not 
these things mark the civilization of a peo- 
ple? In South Carolina, though seeing all 
MMOJO) 1 did not once observe a white wo- 
man 'dipping' snuff ; but in this State I 
have seen scores— I should scarcely exag- 
gerate if 1 said hundred^). I saw them in 
Charlotte, the first towu at which I stopped, 
withiu au hour after my arrival ; Md have 
seen them in every place I have visited 
MM — 'dipping' in the Torches of their ova 
houses, ou the streets, and, twice, in the 
public parlors of hotels. If barbaric bu- 
nas a filthier and more disgusting custom 
than talo, OMrJ I be excused Irom seeing it. 

"The labor system of the State is not so 
badly disorganized as that of South Caro- 
lina, but it is thoroughly demoralized, (hie 
sees more white men in certain trades ihere 
almost given up lo negroi-s, hot he also sees 
negroes in trades here, from which they are 
excluded there'. The number of grown 
men, middle-aged meu who have no osten- 
sible business but lounging aud whn-ky- 
driuking, is much greater iu ibis State than 
in that. It is the compliant of papers in all 
secti ns of the State lhat there never before 
were so many idle men — vagrants, con- 
sumers, non-producers, non-tax payers. 
" he chief pity of tho matter, however, is 
lhat they seem to i.aw no desire for work. 
'And who makes so 111u.l1 fuss about the 
negroes not working as these very white 
drones who hug the street corners, lounge 
about dram-shops und titist to chance for 
food and raiment ?' asks one of the Raleigh 
papers very pertinently. 'We trust our 
law makers will do all in their power,' 
adds another journal, 'to compel the freed- 
meu to work lor an honest liviug, but we 
consider it equally incumbent ou them to 
t tko steps to reduce the amount of vagrancy 
among the w bites.' These extracts are OOt 
from papers edited by northern or outside 
men, but the two writers are men who have 
plWPTM lived iu the State. The columns of 
the Wilmington aud Newberu papers edited 
113- new-comers boot witness, however, to 
the same Slate o: facts. There is oJm com- 
plaint iu many papers m the increase of 
gambling among the 3-oung nun of the 
tOWDS and Oitloo, and my own observa ion 
testifies to its general prevalence, while one 
of the MVf respected of the convention del- 
egates expressed great concern al the ten- 
dencies 01 the hour in this regard." 

A Georgia CaudiUatc lor Congress. 
We fiud, iu the Atlanta Intelligencer, one 
Of tho strongest arguuieuls that has come 
under our observation, against the repeal 
of the act of Congress requiring what is 
called the "test oath." of every man claim- 
ing a seal in Congress, or assuming ihe du- 
ties of an officer under the laws of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The argument to which we refer, is an 
electioneering address issued to the voters 
of the Fourth Congr ssioual District of 
Georgia, by one James B. Ilambleton, of 
Allauta, who generous^- offers to represent 
that district in the Congress of the United 
States. He gives as reasons wb3' he ohooid 
be chosen, that he did all aud everything 
in his pow er for the establishment of South- 
ern independence; that he deeply regrets 
the failure of that enterprise; is opposed to 
giving the freedmen au3' greater rights or 
privileges lhan the tree negroes of Georgia 
possessed beiore the war, and wants to get 
to Washington to sustain the Administration 
of Andrew Johnson. 

Perhaps when Mr. Ilambleton read^ and 
meditates upou the recent utterances of 
Pre-ideut Johnson, he will uot be quite so 
auxious 10 support him as he now prolesses 
to be; but, be that as it may, we can assure 
him, and all oth< r men of his intolerant 
aud rebellious sentiments, that they great- 
ly mistake the generous poiicy of Andrew 
Johnson, and stand as good a chance of be- 
ing admitted to th"Briush Parliament as 
to the Congress of the United States. 

The ambitious Mr. Hambleton evidently 
needs more "reconstructing" than he has 
yet gone through with, before he can be a 
fit member of Congress.

sfSW York, Oet, ^7.— The Comnaercial 
says KMMstBry allairs continue in an unset- 
th.d condition. There is a Keneial scarcity 
of cum-uey. and some of the banks BO— 
plain o: uiilirulty in meeting the demand 
lor legal tenders*. There is Still a steady 
outflow or currency to the South and South- 
west, which is only partially set off by the 
Bar rent increase of the national hank circu- 
lation. The street is almost exclusively 
•applied by the private bankers and bro- 
kers, the prevailing rate on call being 7 per 
cent. The revival of speculation in stocks 
has iuci eased tiie demand for call loans, 
but there is no difficulty in borrowing on 
good collaterals. There is a general feeliug 
of relief at the report that the Secretary of 
the Treasury has no intention of making 
anj r further attempt at funding the curren- 
cy until after the meeting of Conjpress, 
The withdrawal of •50,000,000 of currency 
has produced a stringency which has ex- 
cited general alarm, aud it is everywhere 
conceded that an early repetition of such 
experiments would produce the most dis- 
astrous results. The stock market is de- 
cidedly stronger. The leading bear in 
Erie having covered his shorts in that stock 
is now understood to be largely long iii it.

Grant, in the early stages of the pursuit, to 
break up the railways from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta, and strike out for MUledsevllle, 
Milieu and Savannah. "Uutil we cau re- 
populate Georgia," he wrote, "it Ml Use C . 
to occupy it; but the utter destruction of its 
roads, houses, and people will cripple their 
military resources. By attempting to hold 
the roads we will lose a thousand men 
monthly, and will gain no result. I can 
make the march, and make Georgia howl." 

Andagaiu: "Hood may turn into Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, but I behove he will 
be forced to follow me. Instead of being 
on the defensive I will be ou the otlensive. 
Instead of guessing at what he means, he 
would have to netM at my plans. The dif- 
ference iu war is full twenty-five per cent, 
i can make Savannah, Charleston, or the 
mouth ot the Chattahoochee. 1 prefer to 
march through Georgia, smashing things, 
to the sea." He now proposed to the Lieu- 
tenant General to modtfv these plans, so 
far as to give him the choice of either of the 
three alternatives just named. 

"I must have alternatives," he said, "else 
being confined to one route the enemy might 
so oppose thai delay and want would 
trouble m", but hiving alternatives lean 
take so eccentric a course that WO GsMTa] 
can guess at :n v • 1 jective. Therefore, v.-u-n 
you hear i mm BT, have lookouts at Morris 
Island, So.Hii Carolina; OessbBW Sound, 
(ieogia; I 'ensacola aud Mobile ba> s. I will 
turn up somewhere, and believe me I can 
take Macon, Milledgeville, Augusta and 
Savannah, Georgia, aud wind up with 
closing the neck back of Charleston, so that 
they will starve out. This movement is not 
purely military or strategic, but it will 
illustrate the vulnerability of the South." 

General Grant promptly authorized the 
proposed movement, indicating, however, 
his preference for Savannah as an oMeettve, 
and fixing DaltOB as the northern limit for 
the destruction of tho railway. Prepara- 
tions were instantly undertaken and press- 
ed forward for the consummation ot "" 
plans.
